MR. RATEPAYER: Are You 


Another attempt is being made to secure from you on 
Monday next, the 8th inst., the surrender to private par- 
ties of an exclusive privilege to sell gas to the citizens of 
Edmonton, Poa | 

You have seen many of these franchise seekers come 
and go—so many that the frequency and insistence of 
their attempts must long since have convineed vou that 
the concession sought is of immense value. 

The privilege which these franchise-hunters seek is 
something which you now own, It is yours, absolutely, 
until you give it away. But, having once given it away, 
it ceases to be yours any longer and becomes a private as- 
set of those individuals to whom you present it. 

Had you embraced the first opportunity to give this 
franchise away you would today be paying $1.85 per thou- 
sand feet for gas, with no chance to better your condition 
within the quarter of a century from the granting there- 
of. Had you embraced any of the subsequent opportuni- 
ties to give it away you would have been paying, in every 
case, something handsomely in excess of the price now al- 
leged to be the terms of the present agreement. Accept- 
ance of any of the previous offers would have tied you up 
to two or three decades of regrets. Refusal has brough 
the franchise hunters back, always more keenly than be- 
fore, and, upon each return, with an offer better than had 
previously been declared possible. 

Obviously, then, there must be a magnificent margin 
in this gas monopoly when seckers after a franchise will 
follow it down all the way from $1.85 to 25 cents, and it 
behooves you, therefore, to look very carefully into the 
deal upon which you are invited to enter and to inspect 
the motives of those soliciting the favor before consent- 
ing to assign unconditionally a right so evidently valu- 
able. 

In any estimate or analysis of the present agreement 
there will be fresh in your memory the circumstances sur- 
rounding the last occasion when an attempt was made to 
secure from you this franchise. You will remember how, 
only a few months after the present council came into of- 
fice an agreement was hurried through and presented for 
ratification at the hands of the ratepayers. You will re- 
member that the advocates of the agreement then assur- 
ed you that it was the most liberal that could possibly be 
offered to the citizens of Edmonton; you will remember 
how they pledged their word that the price then asked 
was the very lowest at which gas could ever be sold to the 
citizens; how they poifited to the agreement as a model of 
effective protection for the city and citizens against cor- 
poration rapacity and how they gravely informed you 
that refusal) to accept that agreement would probably 
mark the last opportunity to secure gas for Edmonton 
upon any such favorable terms. 

You will remember, as well, that when the agree- 
ment—endorsed as satisfactory by a majority of the coun- 
cil and openly espoused by a majority of aldermen—was 
subjected to the searching light of public criticism, it was 
found to be so full of jokers and deadfalls that even the 
most brazen of its advocates were disconcerted and the 
ratepayers incontinently rejected it. 

You will note that it is the same forces exactly who 
are before you again championing this agreement as 
championed the last; the same orators are on the stump; 
the same business interests work sedulously, if secretive- 
ly, in the same old manner; the same aldermen lend what- 
ever prestige they may have in behalf of the franchise 
seekers, or (eaahibboby 

These are the same aldermen, the same orators, the 
same interests who solemnly assured you a few months 
ago that the then-favored agreement was letter perfect— 
a contraet which you could not afford to reject. They are 
telling you today that that contract of a few months ago 
has been purged of all its devious meaning, of its jokers 
and its deadfalls; that it has been improved, revamped, 
jumigated, renovated and deodorized until every element 
of danger has been sterilized out of it and until it is now 
absolutely safe—an immense improvement upon the prior 
agreement. Furthermore, the price has been again re- 
duced. 

Manifestly, an agreement so nearly perfect as this 
one was claimed six months ago to be, could scarcely con- 
tain latitude for such improvement as it is now claimed 
has been made; and a price which it was claimed six 
months ago constituted the absolute minimum of business

safety could scarcely be susceptible to further reduction 
at a time when interest rates are mounting at tremendous 
pace, when capital for promotion schemes is becoming 
scarcer every morning, and when twenty-five millions of 
dollars of the empire’s wealth are being burned tp in the 
War game every day in the year. 

Could a perfect agreement be thus improved? A 
minimum thus reduced? 

Either then or now, these people have, obviously, not 
heen telling you the truth. Upon which occasion is a mat- 
ter of indifference to you as a ratepayer. The glaring 
point is that these people wreck their own credibility. 
Their representations cannot be accepted. As guides in 
such a matter or tremendous interest to municipal wel- 
fare they are unsafe, unsound and unworthy. 

If you would judge for yourself of the merits of the 
agreement presented to you, you must throw their advice 
out of the balance altogether, or at least subject it to the 
most skeptical criticism. 

Just an instance or two will show the extent to which 
scepticism is justified. Take, for example, the item of the 
price of gas. You are being assured by the franchise 
hunters that the agreement presented assures 15-cent gas 
for manufacturers, Look up the agreement and sec if 
this is true. In clause 5 you will find, among the schedule 
of prices: “Provided further that the maximum price for 
all natural gas used in the city for power or manufactur- 
ing purposes shall be 15 cents.” Jump, then, to Clause 14, 
and note these words: “In view of the large expefditure 
being incurred by the Company,” etc., ete., the city agrees 
that the franchise “shall be exclusive for the supplying of 
natural gas for domestic and heating purposes for a per- 
iod of twenty years, but shall not be exclusive for the sup- 
plying of natural gas for manufacturing and power pur- 
poses.’ And a few lines further along is this provision: 
“If the company shall fail to supply natural gas in the city 
to the extent of seventy-five per cent. of the requirements 
thereof of the domestic consumers in the city using na- 
tural gas for domestic purposes, NOT TO INCLUDE 
MANUFACTURING OR POWER PURPOSES, for a 
period of three months,” the franchise shall lapse. 

Join these together, and see what they mean. The 
maximum price which may be charged for power gas in 
the city after this agreement is signed is ]5 cents. The 
city contracts that this shall be so, as per clause 5. In 
clause 14 the privilege to supply power gas is not exclus- 
ive. But lower down in the clause the company does not 
require to supply power gas. It can refuse to supply pow- 
er gas and still retain all its rights. 

If any consumer wants. power gas the cotipany has 
merely to be out of 15-cent gas in order to compel the 
consumer to take it through his 25-cent meter. If anyone 
else attempts to take advantage of the non-exclusive fea- 
ture, there is the provisionin Clause 5 that the “maximum 
price for ALL natural gas used in the city for power or 
manufacturing purposes shall. be 15 cents.” 

Do you get that, Mr. Ratepayer? This agreement 
specifically excuses the Northern Alberta Gas and Devel- 
opment Company from the obligation to supply power gas 
at 15 cents or at any price less than 25, The maximum 
for “All” power gas takes in and includes only possible 
competitors. 

This regulation is not framed for the purpose of 
keeping down the price of power gas furnished by the pre- 
sent franchise-seekers. Jt is for the purpose of regulat- 
ing the other fellow—should any such ever come along— 
who may essay to enter the field in competition. 

To appreciate the true significance to Edmonton of 
this neat little feature of the agreement it is necessary to 
take into consideration the fact that Calgary has all along 
enjoyed 20-cent power gas and that now—by virtue of a 
recent judgment abridging the company’s franchise—has 
the gas company so much at the mercy of the corporation 
that Calgary can virtually compel a new agreement upon 
its own terms. Under these circumstances, what becomes 


_of the claim so clamorously made that Edmonton is to en- 


joy a tremendous advantage in 15-cent power gas? And 
what becomes of the good faith of these men who, having 
written the agreement and therefore knowing the hidden 
meaning cached within its clauses, come before you with 
the bland assurance all is so plain that you are safe in 
taking their word for it? 

As another instance of how the text varies from the

representations, note the claims that are being made as to 
the city’s participation in the proceeds of the corporation 
traffic in gas. You are being told that you are to get 5 
per cent. of the gross receipts. Has it occurred to you to 
ask, “When?” Look up Clause 18 and you will find this: 
“For the first year following the supplying of gas within 
the city the percentage payable by the company shall be 
one per centum of the gross receipts and the percentage 
payable to the city shall be increased each year thereafter 
by one-half of one per centum until the percentage pay- 
able to the city shall amount to five per centum of the 
gross receipts. Yes, Mr. Ratepayer, you get five per cent. 
of the gross, sure enough. But that is in 1926—providing 
they commence within the two years which must elapse 
before they have to go to the council for an extension. 

Now just mark one other feature of this agreement 
before leaving it. The city charter, as everyone knows 
who has given it any attention at all, purposely and ex- 
pressly places the power to make franchises, or extend 
them, in the hands of the ratepayers. You know the rea- 
son for this. Just calling a spade a spade, the plain fact is 
that it is always much easier to bribe, influence, control or 
direct a half a dozen aldermen—half of whom are retiring 
every year—than it is to secure a pot-latch verdict from a 
two-third majority of the burgesses. That is why the re 
ferendum clause is in the charter. It is a protection to 
the ratepayers against the squandering and dissipation of 
their patrimony by a snatched verdict at the council board. 
Corporations know the efficacy of this defense. They 
know that they can get things off of a pliant council which 
they could not hope to get from the whole body of elec 
tors. Therefore they fight it. Or chloroform it. 

Note what Mr. McLaws is trying to do in this avree- 
ment, Clause 17: “If such failure continues (the failure 
to supply gas within the time specified) for more than 
two years and six months from such final execution her: 
of, UNLESS SUCH TIME HAS BEEN EXTENDED BY 
THE CITY COUNCIL,” all rights shall cease, ete. In 
Clause 16 the city agrees to accompany Mr. McLaws and 
his company to the legislature and to assist him to get this 
thing through. 

So that what you are contracting to do in this case is 
to set aside the city charter; to violate the fundamental 
principle upon which this city’s business has been con- 
ducted since the commencement, and to so arrange your 
affairs that a start has been made at least toward the sys- 
tem in vogue in the benighted days of the past when ward 
aldermen had it in their power to sell cities out to the 
highest bidder. That is all Mr. McLaws is asking you to 
do in his behalf; just jump back to Tweed and Croker’s 
time. i % 

Introduce that method, and the men who would take 
advantage of it would be along on schedule time. 

Now then, as to the time when the company is to car- 
ry out its part of the contract: In this attempt to put 
through the franchise the ratepayers are being told that 
if this contract is accepted it means that a great deal of 
money will be put into circulation at once for the con- 
struction of the company’s plant and system. But that is 
not what the contract says. Note Clause 17: “Within 
sixty days after the council has been authorized by the 
burgesses to enter into this agreement” and the agree- 
ment has been ratified by the legislature the “COMPANY 
WILL COMMENCE DRILLING.” The company under- 
takes to make application to the legislature at the next 

ession. Should the bill get lost in committee, or other- 
vise sidetracked, the company’s time for commencing is 
extended. Should there be no delay, the sixty days dates 
from the time when the ratification is received by the leg- 
islature, not from the time the deal is ratified by the bur- 
gesses. Then, what the company is to commence within 
the sixty days is not construction, but drilling. For two 
years thereafter the company may satisfy the necessities 
of its side of the contract by continuing to drill. There is 
a provision that when the company has developed 20,- 
000,000 feet of gas, construction must commence. But 
the company does the measuring. If it does not suit them 
to commence they do not require to admit the twenty mil- 
lion feet. At the end of the two years they are under pen- 
alty of $100 a day. But during the two years they hold 
the option on the franchise at no cost to the company ex- 
cept the trifling expense of going through the motions of 
employing a driller or two. 


Mr. Ratepayer, would you give a two-year option on a million or two million or three million proposition without even a dollar paid down? And with no forfeit now or at any time during the life of the 
<> ip | 


option? Does it not look as though the other fellow gets all the gamble and you take all the chances? 
If you were asked Mr, Ratepayer, to give such an option—a two-year option without deposit and without forfeit—you would at least look up the financial responsibility of the corporation asking the op- 


In this case certain members of the council have told you that the company is fortified finaneially to carry through its part ofthe contract, If this is so, they should have told you where they discovered 


tion. 
such to be the case, The natural place to look would be in the office of the Registrar of Joint Stock Companies for the province of Alberta, ‘The registrar is custodian of all company records. 


Certainly the 


members of the council who boost for the agreement did not discover from his records that the Northern Alberta Natural Development Company is financially equipped to furnish the three or four million nee- 
essary to carry out its side of the contract. Had any of these aldermen enquired of the registrar they would have discovered that the Northern Alberta Natural Gas Development Company is incorporated for 
five hundred thousand dollars; that there is not, so far as the records show, any paid up capital; that the only stock-holders of record are: H. O, Grainger, Accountant ; A. Edmond, student at law, and John F. 


Englenhausen, student at law, 


Mr, Ratepayer, do you know these gentlemen—Messrs, Grainger, Edmond and Englenhausen--to whom you are asked to give this two-year option on the right to supply gas? Have you any idea that they 
have the necessary three or four millions? Do you suppose that this skeleton company, with no record of paid-up capital and no returns so far as the registrar's books show, is a sufficiently stable institution 
to be held to its side of any contract it may enter into? You know that the city cannot get away from its side because the city is here—a tangible forty-two square miles with a mortgage on it sufficient. to 
hold it where it.is. The ¢ity can be held to whatever option it gives. But how about this company? Who can force a shadow! How drive or impel a ghost? 

Mr. McLaws’ name does not show in the records. The agreement is not with Mr, McLaws; it is with this company. How Mr. Mchaws proposes to eash in is his business and he does not propose to tell you. 

Mr. Ratepayer, the plain fact of this thing is that you are being asked to enter into a contract where the only party which can be held to the agreement is yourself, You are giving an option which the 
other party may exercise if it pays him and may sidestep if it does not pay him. You are giving this option for nothing. You receive no deposit. There is no forfeiture. The option may be sold. It is no Jong- 


er yours if you pass that bylaw.
